RUSSELL DENTON, Nursery Manager, 
measures Scotch Pine 2-2T. Mr. Denton will 
attend numerous growers’ meetings and will 
be happy to talk over your problems. 


Scotch Pine— 


Presently the most popular Pine in the East- 
ern United States. Distinguished by its medium 
length needle and light green color. Scotch is 
a “must” for a beginner in Christmas tree 
growing, often developing into a_ beautiful 
Christmas tree with no shearing. This is espec- 
jally true when seedlings of Polish strain are 
planted. We have found this specie to be a 
slower grower in our plantings, therefore re- 
quiring very little attention to become market- 
able.

PLANNING A CHRISTMAS TREE 
PLANTING 


Steps to Consider 


1, SPECIES TO PLANT 


The Christmas tree retail market answers 
this. What trees are most popular in your 
area? Usually two or three species get the 
most call. Never specialize in one variety; the 
danger of disease in that particular one would 
take you off the market. It’s better to be safe 
than sorry. Prices fluctuate as well as the pos- 
sibilities of a glutted market in one specie. 


2. SPACING 


This is a controversial subject. We have al- 
ways used 5x5’ spacing with excellent results. 
This permits the planting of 1740 trees per 
acre. 4x4’ permits 2720, 6x6’ spacing 1210. 


This customer followed the Green Thumb 
shearing method. First os a success. 


3. PLANTING 


Trees should be planted in blocks for easier 
marketing. Think in terms of how you intend 
to sell, cutting yourself or selling on the stump. 
It’s much easier to count and divide in the 
original planting than at marketing time. 

Machine planting has proven very successful. 
Good straight rows are assured as well as as- 
surance of getting stock in quick, not having to 
worry about long periods of nice weather. 
Write for planter information. 

Hand planting is now being done: chiefly 
with a planting bar. This speeds up the plant- 
ing as well as eliminating excessive stooping. 
Planting bars are available at Eccles Nurseries 
for $3.75 each. Two men work well with one 
making the holes and the other inserting the 
seedling. Approximately 2,000 a day can be 
planted in this manner. 


4. CARE OF SEEDLINGS ON ARRIVAL 

This is often the difference between success 
and failure in the entire program. On receipt 
of stock extreme caution should be observed 
in assuring that the roots are never exposed 
directly to sun or wind. If immediate planting 
is impossible, heel the trees in a long trench 
deep enough to completely cover the roots. 
Replace the earth, tramping it firmly to prevent 
air from entering. Water often and see that 
seedlings are placed in buckets of water when 
taken to the field. 


5. PLANTING TIME 

Best results are usually obtained from Spring 
planting, March 15th to May Ist. It is well in 
ordering to make your order for delivery to 
be as soon as possible rather than a set date. 
Spring weather often throws us off schedule 
on certain dates where we could have shipped 
earlier and the seedlings might have been 
heeled in.
